preme Court. 


VALID ITY of the fair trade 
provisions of the law has been 
a matter of concern for years. 
Under those provisions, off- 
sale license holders, or retail 
liquor stores, are required to 
sell goods at posted prices. 
These prices are fixed by the 
industry 
itself. 
The 
depart­ 
ment is required to see that 
the various brands of liquor 
are sold at the posted price. 


The department for years 
has been plagued by some 
large discount houses which 
consistently have v i o l a t e d 
these phases of the act. Kirby- 
started action against the es­ 
tablishments. won the fight in 
the nation’s highest court, only 
to see the battle start all over 
again with the state Supreme 
Court holding some of his au­ 
thority to enforce illegal. 


In addition, some members 
of

retail 
liquor 
institute 
are anxious to see a change. 
They feel a money penalty is 
too heavy when a suspension 


of a license for a few d a y s 
would give sufficient warning 
to the effect that fair trade 
will be enforced.

We had to because we 
were the only great power 
whose society and economy 
were not shattered by World 
War II. 


THE NEW — No longer. Our 
now strong and prosperous al­ 
lies are going to have to take 
up part of the burden. The 
President says they can and 
must do so or take the conse­ 
quences. We are prepared to 
help actively and generously, 
but from now on there must be 
partnership,

dominance, 
and 
considerable 
b u r d e n- 
sharing. 
Does this mean the United 
States is heading into a new 
isolationism?

A scientific carrer, her fami­ 
ly of eight, a Sleepy Hollow 
m i n i -r a n c h and a ‘'do- 
it-yourself barn raising make 
an interesting brew for che­ 
mist xMrs. Kenneth Broome. 
The slim, blonde Engl i s h- 
woman finds her career and 
homemaking mix well. 
“ My older daughters appre­ 
ciate that I have interests of 
my own and I don’t try to live 
their lives for them,” says the 
mother of six. 
Heather Broome, holder of 
the M.A. in chemistry from 
Cambridge, says, “ I was a re­ 
search chemist for three years 
in England, but after my fami­ 
ly came I found it hard to 
stand in the laboratory distill- 


ing all day and then stand over 
the stove in the evening. So I 
went into the paperwork side 
of science: I’m a part-time re­ 
search librarian for Lester 
Gorsline Associates in Tiburon, 
a consulting firm to hospitals, 
medical schools and health 
services. I need my chemistry 
background for my searches. 


‘‘IF ONLY I had a crystal 
ball.” wishes H e a t h e r . “ I 
could predict the future. Gors­ 
line is planning medical build­ 
ings to serve the population of 
the year 2000. 
“ Representatives of medical 
facilities all over the world 
come to Gorsline for consulta­ 
tion.

BERLIN — (Toronto News 
Service) — The West Berlin po­ 
lice have adopted a new method 
of identifying themselves upon 
demand to citizens who wish to 
make a complaint or , hopefullyt 
to offer praise for their actions! 
For the uniformed police in 
this divided city—and through­ 
out West Germany — do not 
wear identifying badges or num­ 
bers. 


Under the system, the city’s 
10.000 uniformed police an d 
1.500 plainclothesmen are pro­ 
vided with a supply of blue 
“ Dienstkarten,” about the size 
of a calling card, bearing their 
serial number. 
Th ey are not req u ired to 
give th eir n ames, p rimarily 
b ecau se man y of th em trav­ 
el th rou gh th e Commu n ist 
German Democratic Rep u b ­ 
lic which 
su rrou n d s 
th eir 
city and the au th orities do 
n ot wan t th e East German s 
to be ab le to comp ile a list 
of th eir n ames. 
The police have always been 
required to give their number to 
any citizen asking for it. But a 
high official in the Office of In­ 
terior, Herbert Grunst, said the 
card system was aimed “ at im­ 
proving the contacts between 
police and the Berliners.” 
Tne West Berlin police have 
often been targets of charges of 
“ police brutality” when dealing 
with out-of-hand student demon- 
s t r a t i o n s or political rallies 
which slip out of their control. 
To prevent provocation by po­ 
litically-oriented 
and 
we 11- 
organized groups, police are not 
required to hand out their cards 
when dealing with them. They 
refer complaints to the officers 
on the scene. 
It is in the every day task of 
keeping law and order that the 
city fathers have found the new 
method practical. 
“ We are again st wearin g 
serial-n u mb er b a d g e s,” 
Gru nst said . “ Un fortu n ate­ 
ly, we German s h ave a dif­ 
feren t opinion of police than 
North American s. 
“ Here, carrying a name or 
number badge could very likely 
lead to defamation of the offi­ 
cer. since he has a different 
standing on the social scale than 


he has in the Anglo-Saxon coun­ 


tries.” 


This was a very gentle way of 
saying that the German man- 


in-the-street has a v e r y low 
opinion of the cop on the beat or 
on traffic patrol. This has often 
led to a kind of personal vendet­ 
ta against the cops, whether 
there is good reason or not. 


Citizens, thus tempted, would 
find it much easier, if the po­ 
liceman wore a badge or name 
plate, to single him out for a 
barrage of complaints as the 
best way of letting off steam 
about his opinion of cops in gen­ 
eral.

He described his child­ 
hood on the peninsula where he 
was sent to an exclusive private 
school, because—Bill thinks—his 
parents didn’t want him to asso­ 
ciate with public school young­ 
sters. 


He 
is terribly resentful 
over ha\ing been sent to 
psychiatrists as a c h i l d . 
“When other kids were out 
riding their bikes on Satur­ 
days, I was going to my 
psychiatrist,” he said. “I 
• 
must have' gone to some­ 
where between 10 and 16 
psychiatrists in my life,” he 
added, but did not explain 
why his parents sent him to 
them. 


The doctors and the private 
school didn’t keep Bill, the old­ 
est of three children, out of 
trouble. ‘‘I ’m supposed to have 
a 135 I.Q.,“ Bill said, but his 


grammar school grades were 
“ barely passing.” 
Problems at school and in the 
neighborhood led Bill's parents 
to having him termed “ incorri­ 
gible” when he was 12, an ac­ 
tion which he still speaks of 
with great bitterness and hurt. 
This b e g a n five years of 
“ being locked up” as Bill de­ 
scribes it. 
Part of the time he was at 
Log Cabin, a state ranch for de­ 
linquent boys and part of the 
time he spent in juvenile halls. 


“Every time I came home, 
my parents held it over my 
head that I could be sent 
back to Log Cabin,” Bill 
said. 


“ I used to bawl after hearings 
in juvenile court when I would 
find out that my p a r e n t s 
wouldn’t let me come home,” he 
added. 
During his early teen years, j 
Bill’s parents moved to Marin. 
“ They said it was because of 
me.” he said; “ because I had 
such a bad reputation in the 
neighborhood where we lived.” 


Bill also feels that his parents 
never acted out of love for him 
but only because they “ wanted 
to project some kind of an im­ 
age of themselves.“ 
After one short stint at public 
high school. Bill was returned to 
the state ranch b e c a u s e of 
smoking at school. “ After the 
kids I had met at Log Cabin, I 
didn’t think the nice kids were 
‘cool’ ” , he relates in describing 
the kind of friends he chose dur­ 
ing high school. 


“ I played the role the 
whole wav,” he added, say­ 
ing that he dressed in a 
m a n n e r including black 
jackets and 
other ‘tough 
guy’ garb guaranteed to an­ 
noy his parents. 


After a stint at Marin Juve­ 
nile Hall, “ where my parents 
would bring me kiddie games 
and magazines but wouldn’t let 
me come home,” Bill was sent 
to another ranch for boys in 
northern California. 
This one had no locked doors.

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) - 
North Vietnamese forces, hav­ 
ing conquered the Plain of Jars, 
no.w appear to be preparing for 
a thrust against the govern­ 
ment-held 
airstrip 
at 
Muong 
Soui. 25 miles to the west, in­ 
formed sources said Monday. 
The sources said a light prob­ 
ing action by North Vietnamese 
regulars Sunday night against a 
government outpost along the 
way to Muong Soui was a strong 
indication of the enemy’s next 
likely target. 


Officials who visited the air­ 
field 
over 
the 
weekend 
de­ 
scribed the defenders as “ quite 
jittery” and “ expecting an at­ 
tack at any time.” 


For the North Vietnamese, 
the capture of Muong Soui could 
pave the way for a series of mil­ 
itary and political gains even 
more dramatic than Saturday’s 
seizure of the Plain of Jars. 
Reliable 
diplomatic 
sources 
said the North Vietnamese seem 
to want to eliminate Muong Soui- 
as a base for the government’s 
T28 
bomber 
strikes 
against 
North Vietnamese troops in the 
plain. The single-engine. World 
War II-vintage planes reported­ 
ly are inflicting heavy casual­ 
ties on North Vietnamese forces 
caught in the open. 
The sources said the enemy’s 
forces could also use Muong 


Soui as a jumping off point for 
advances to the junction of 
Highways 7 and 13, from which 
they could isolate the royal cap­ 
ital of Luang Prabang. 
Muong Soui, now empty of ci­ 
vilian population, is on Route 7, 
a strategic highway that cuts 
across Laos from North Viet­ 
nam through the Plain of Jars. 
Twenty thousand North Viet­ 
namese soldiers have traveled 
the road since the North Viet­ 
namese and Pathet Lao began 
their buildup in Laos last Octo­ 
ber. 


The North Vietnamese prob­ 
ing action Sunday night was 
against Phou Kout, which domi­ 
nates the approaches to Muong 
Soui, about nine miles away. 
Sources said the forward out­ 
post was lightly defended and 
probably would be relinquished 
if th e North Vietnamese at­ 
tacked in force. 


Reports of casualties in the fi­ 
nal defense of the Plain of Jars 
still had not reached Vientiane 
by late Monday. But military 
sources said about three-fourths 
of the 1.500 Meo tribesmen who 
retreated 
Saturday 
had 
re­ 
grouped in the hills on the west­ 
ern edge of the plain. 
There was still no confirma­ 
tion of a report that an enemy 
force had been spotted moving 
from the Plain of Jars in the di­ 


rection of Gen. 
Vang Pao’s 
headquarters at Long Cheng, 35 
miles to the west. Van Pao com­ 
mands a force of about 10.000 
Meo tribesmen who are paid 
and 
trained 
by

States. 
Gne. Praphas Charusatiyen, 
deputy prime minister of Thai­ 
land. warned en Bangkok that if 
the current enemy offensive in 
Laos is allowed to continue, the 
country will end up divided into 
twro parts like Korea and Viet­ 
nam. 
The general, who also is com­ 
mander in chief of Thailand’s 
army, said that if the North 
Vietnamese succeed in taking 
all of northern Laos they will be 
able to divide the country into 
north and south.

Swiss President Hans Peter 
T.schudi told a news conference 
that the Swiss authorities will 
issue visas to nationals from 
Arab states only on humanitari­ 
an grounds-for visits of rela- 
tives-“ and w h e r e significant 
Swiss interests are at stake” , 
that is for diplomatic and im­ 
portant business visits. 


He said tourist visas will no 
longer be given to Arabs with 
the exception of “ extraordinary 
cases” , such as trips by journal­ 
ists. 


NEWS BRIEFING 
Tschudi addressed newsmen 
after an emergency session by 
the Swiss seven-man collective 
government probing first offi­ 
cial reports 011 the disaster. 
A government statement pub­ 
lished at the same time said 
that investigators thus far defi­ 
nitely established that the crash 
was caused by an explosion in 
the rear of the plane but “ it is 
not yet possible to draw any 
definite conclusion.”

made great progress there and 
did not try to run away.

During all this period, Bill 
wants people to understand, 
he 
was 
not 
a 
criminal. 
Truancy and runing away 
were his main misdeeds, he 
said, and only once did he 
commit a crime. He and an­ 
other boy took a motorcy­ 
cle, but he said they were 
p r o m p t l y caught a few 
blocks away when the li­ 
cense plate fell off the cy­ 
cle. 


Finally, after Bill had gradu­ 
ated from high school, 
made 
some new friends, found a job 
and had his first car, he felt 
that at 18 he was on the way to 
a new kind of life. 
Still, there was a lack of un­ 
derstanding between him and 
his parents. “ When I got my 
first car, they insisted that it 
had to Took good enough’ to 
park in front of their house,” he 
said.

TODAY'S EDITORIALS 


Many Judge Candidates; 
How About Other Positions? 


In this c o i n m n of Jan. 29. we 
wrote: “Marin County voters this year 
may have the unusual opportunity oí 
selecting a municipal court judge from 
among several candidates.” 
Little did we then imagine that the 
field of candidates would turn out to 
be, not just several, but 13. 
That 13 attorneys have filed no­ 
tices of intention to run for the judge­ 
ship to be vacated by Alvin H. Gold­ 
stein Jr. opens interesting speculation 
about what might h a p p e n if all the 
judgeships should some day be “up for 
grabs.” 
Voters are going to have a difficult 
choice to make in the June 2 primary, 
since it is difficult to become acquaint­ 
ed with the records of 13 candidates 
for a s i n g l e post. Right now, we 
wouldn't want to make the slightest 
guess as to who will be in the Novem­ 
ber run-off. But the general quality of 
the candidates is high and the cam­ 
paign is sure to be interesting. 


NOT UNEXPECTEDLY, the other 
judges whose terms expire — E. W ar­ 
ren McGuire of Superior Court, De­ 
partment 5: Peter Allen Smith of Mu­ 
nicipal Court, 1) e p a r t m e n t 2, and 
David R. Baty of Northwest Marin Ju ­ 
dicial District — are without opposi­ 
tion for re-election. 
Also without opposition, so far, are 
all other incumbent county office hold­ 
ers. However, filing of candidacies for 
the non-judicial positions d o e s not 
open until t o m o r r o w and does not 
close until March 20. so there is plenty 
of time. 


Only contest that has developed so 
far. apart from that for the judicial 


post, is for county supervisor from the 
Fifth District, where William A. Gnoss 
has announced he will not seek anoth­ 
er term. J. Wayne Womack, Novato 
city councilman, and Arnold Baptiste, 
have announced they will be contend­ 
ers for post Gnoss is vacating. 
Only other announcements of can­ 
didacies so far have been those of in- 
e u m b e n t s County Clerk George H. 
Gnoss, Dist. Atty. Bruce B. Bales, and 
Auditor-Controller Michael Mitchell. 
It is expected that all the other in- 
e u m b e n t s whose terms expire will 
seek re-election. They are C o u n t y 
Schools Supt. Virgil S. Hollis, Treasur- 
er-Tax Collector Stanley J. Fontez, As­ 
sessor Bert W. B r o e m m e 1, Sheriff 
L o u i s P. Mountanos, Coroner-Public 
Administrator Donovan 0. Cooke, and 
First District Supervisor John F. Meln- 
nis. 
But if any of them is to have com­ 
petition for the job, it has yet to make 
its appearance. 


ALL THE INCUMBENTS h a v e 
performed their jobs quite well. But 
that does not mean nobody else could 
do them better. So we hope the lack of 
early opposition does not mean that all 
are to be re-elected without contest. 
There is an obvious reason why a 
judge seeking another term s e l d o m 
h a s competition: The attorneys, the 
only ones eligible for the job, hesitate 
to oppose a judge before whom they 
must try cases. 
No such consideration exists with 
the other positions. They are “up for 
grabs” every time. And with the many 
able a n d public pirited citizens we 
have in Marin, we should expect a lot 
of “grabbing.” 


Meanwhile, Back In Marin 


Friends of ours who suffer from 
lung and sinus conditions complain on 
days when smog is bad in M a r i n, 
usually in the autumn of the year. But 
Marin’s smog is still kid’s stuff. 
Now that the world has b e c o m e 
aware of air p o l l u t i o n , cities in all 
parts of the globe are bragging about 
their smog. Mexico City claims that its 
600.000 cars running on cheap gaso­ 
line make its smog “twice as bad” as 
Los Angeles. Budapest claims that ev­ 
ery resident of that Hungarian city in­ 
hales 55 pounds of soot in a lifetime. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


And Tokyo has smog so bad from ex­ 
haust fumes that its traffic cops have 
to b r e a t h e pure oxygen every half 
hour or so. 
At the other extreme is New Zea­ 
land, with air so pure that its people 
are only vaguely aware of what the rest 
of the world is suffering. With 2.5 mil­ 
lion people rattling around in a perpet­ 
ually green land the size of California, 
heating with electricity, and with only 
a very small beginning in heavy indus­ 
try, it may well be the last unspoiled 
land.

Plagues Control Agency Again

SACRAMENTO, iC N S ) - 
Among the many problems 
faced by the state legislature 
which have not as yet been 
given much consideration is 
the question of what to do 
about the so-called “fair trade 
practices” provision of the Al­ 
coholic Beverage Conrtol Act. 
The state Department of Al­ 
coholic Beverage Control is in 
something of a bend over en­ 
forcement of the price control 
provisions of the act. 
A recent ruling of the state

Supreme Court holds the de­ 
partment may not suspend or 
revoke off-sale liquor licenses 
for fair trade violations. The 
director of the department is 
empowered to assess a fine, 
however, of $250 for the first 
offense, and $1.000 for each of­ 
fense thereafter. 


THE COURT ruling deprives 
the director of some of the 
powers he should have to car­ 
ry out the provisions and in­ 
tent of the act, says Edward J. 
Kirby, director, he has indicat- 
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“ Why don’t you practice what you preach?’’ 


ed he would like revision of 
the act to give the department 
a choice of punishments. 


Kirby says it will take at 
least a couple of years to go 
through the court procedures 
necessary to establish the au­ 
thority of the department un­ 
der the law as established by 
the California Supreme Court 
decision, which came shortly 
after the fair trade provisions 
in the act were held constitu­ 
tional by the United States Su­ 
preme Court. 


VALIDITY of the fair trade 
provisions of the law has been 
a matter of concern for years. 
Under those provisions, off- 
sale license holders, or retail 
liquor stores, are required to 
sell goods at posted prices. 
These prices are fixed by the 
industry 
itself. 
The 
depart­ 
ment is required to see that 
the various brands of liquor 
are sold at the posted price. 


The department for years 
has been plagued by some 
large discount houses which 
consistently have v i o l a t e d 
these phases of the act. Kirby 
started action against the es­ 
tablishments, won the fight in 
the nation’s highest court, only 
to see the battle start all over 
again with the state Supreme 
Court holding some of his au­ 
thority to enforce illegal. 
Jn addition, some members 
of the

are anxious to see a change. 
They fee 1 a money penalty is 
too heavy when a suspension 


of a license for a few d a y s 
would give sufficient warning 
to the effect that fair trade 
will be enforced.

Nixon is radically changing 
U.S. foreign policy to fit a rad­ 
ically changed world. 
That and nothing less is the 
meaning of his unprecedented. 
119-page message to Congress 
on the State of the World.

President rejects the 
premises of most of the na­ 
tion's post-World War II poli­ 
cies, takes a new approach to 
both allies and adversaries, 
and begins to fit new actions 
to new ideas. 
He does so for two reasons: 
politics and geopolitics — the

THE NEW — No more. The 
President puts it bluntly: “To­ 
day the ‘isms’ have lost their 
vitality.”

Arms talks 
with Russia; 
political

We had to because we 
were the only great power 
whose society and economy 
were not shattered by World 
War II. 


THE NEW — No longer. Our 
now strong and prosperous al­ 
lies are going to have to take 
up part of the burden. The 
President says they can and 
must do so or take the conse­ 
quences. We are prepared to 
help actively and generously, 
but from now on there must be 
partnership,

and 
considerable 
b u r d e n - 
sharing. 
Does this mean the United 
States is heading into a new 
isolationism?

WASHINGTON—The Senate 
has an unusual investigation 
mystery on its hands. 


Some six months ago the 
ethics committee announced a 
probe of a deluge of more than 
965 “ship jumper” bills that 
had been dumped on the immi­ 
gration subcommittee. But so 
far, nothing has happened. 
Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 
Ethics Committee chairman, 
says emphatically there will 
be a thorough investigation of 
what was behind the remarka­ 
ble flood of nearly a thousand 
“ ship jumper” bills introduced 
in behalf of illegal aliens 
many of them facing deporta­ 
tion. 
Stennis says he has been ex­ 
tremely busy. But he does not 
explain why one of the other 
committeemen could not con­ 
duct the long-stalled probe. 
At least one committeeman 
— Sen. Eugene M c C a r t h y, 
D-Minn. — has done virtually 
nothing in Congress since his 
unsuccessful scramble for the 
White House in 1968.

This Chemist's Lively Brew

A scientific carrer, her fami­ 
ly of eight. a Sleepy Hollow 
m i n i -r a n c h and a ‘‘do- 
it-yourself’ barn raising make 
an interesting brew for che­ 
mist Mrs. Kenneth Broome. 
The slim, blonde E n g l i s h - 
woman finds her career and 
homemaking mix well. 


“My older daughters appre­ 
ciate that I have interests of 
my own and I don’t try to live 
their lives for them,” says the 
mother of six. 
Heather Broome, holder of 
the M.A. in chemistry from 
Cambridge, says, “ I was a re­ 
search chemist for three years 
in England, but after my fami­ 
ly came I found it hard to 
stand in the laboratory distill- 


ing all day and then stand over 
the stove in the evening. So I 
went into the paperwork side 
of science: I'm a part-time re­ 
search librarian for Lester 
Gorsline Associates in Tiburon, 
a consulting firm to hospitals, 
medical schools a n d health 
services. I need my chemistry 
background for my searches. 


“ I F ONLY I had a crystal 
ball.” wishes H e a t h e r . “ I 
could predict the future. Gors­ 
line is planning medical build­ 
ings to serve the population of 
the year 2000. 
“ Representatives of medical 
facilities all over the world 
come to Gorsline for consulta­ 
tion. While they plan. I'm off 
in the backwaier of the li­ 
brary.

he dog paddled, treaded water 
and floated on his back to keep 
the head of his 4-year-old son 
Ivan above the surface. He said 
the boy didn't panic because he 
had grown up around the water. 
Skapik s ordeal started late 
Saturday afternoon when his 40-
